Two hundred and forty-two pupils were enrolled in the schools 
of Warner. There were in addition ten pupils from Warner en-. 
rolled in the schools of neighboring towns. Of the number enrol- 
led in Warner schools twenty-three were tuition pupils residing in 
other towns. This leaves two hundred and twenty-nine school 
pupils actually residing in Warner. While there was a sharp de- 
cline in the number of tuition pupils attending high school, the 
number of pupils in the elementary and junior high schools con- 
tinued to show a gain in average membership and in percent of 
attendance.
